“A Unicorn and a Fish" 
Presented By Students 
of Las Mascaras Club 


The group of which Bill Nettles is 
chairman presented an enlightening 
and entertaining program at the last 
meeting of Las Mascaras. Mr. Nettles 
acted as master-of-ceremonies. He in¬ 
troduced John Burns and Patsy 
Blackwell, who delivered two well 
made speeches. 

“A Unicorn and a Fish,” a one-act 
play, was the highlight of the meet¬ 
ing. This humorous play’s theme was 
very entertaining. The performance 
as a whole was smoothly presented.

Are you strong enough to start 
such a movement and keep it going; do you have enough initiative 
to submit a proposal to the faculty concerning this movement?

The 
school is as strong as the students and it seems that the students 
of former years haven’n been strong enough to change a system 
that has been used since this College was first organized, and it is 
up to the students of today to bring the up-to-date ideas to the 
school. 

We would suggest that any students interested in this 
change, hold a meeting, write a constitution that will be agreeable 
to the faculty, and start work on this plan. 

Do the students want student government? Last year 
they wanted something done, but when asked what, they stuttered 
around and scratched their heads. If we want this, we must do

(Editor’s Note: In view of many 
people talking about student govern¬ 
ment, we have asked Mr. Park Tun- 
nell to write an account of the 
Student Government congress, which 
he was a delegate to last February in 
Fort Worth.) 


This Congress was organized at a 
convention of student government 
officials of Texas Colleges on the 
campus of the University of Texas, 
February 28 and 29, 1936. 

Purpose: To achieve a spirit of 
cooperation among the students of 
Texas. To give consideration to ques¬ 
tions affecting student’s interest. 

Organization: Membership is lim¬ 
ited to Texas Colleges and Univer¬ 
sities which are represented at the 
Congress. 

Source of authority found in the 
annual congress attended by delegates 
of Texas Colleges. These representa- 
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tives determine the programs and 44 

policies. 

The President, elected by the dele¬ 
gates at the Annual Congress, heads 
an executive committee composed of 
the Vice-President, Secretary and 

Treasurer, who are elected at the = 
congress and these committeemen are 
appointed by the president. 

The object of the student council is 
to express what the student body 

wants and work out the problems 
which might arise among the mem¬ 
bers of the college. All the student ac¬ 
tivities are run by the student coun¬ 
cil, inculding dances and parties. 

What is to govern the student coun¬ 
cil? Shall the faculty sit at the 
student meetings? Will the faculty 
act as a “Supreme Court?” No, the 
faculty should not sit at the meet¬ 
ings nor shall they act as a “Supreme 
Court,” but they may help write the 
Constitution which is to govern the 
student council and that is as far as 
the members of the faculty can go. 

Tyler Junior College has always 
had a problem to contend with and 
that is raising money to publish an 
annual. The staff has enough work 
to do without having to collect money 
from each student in order that the 
Tyler Junior College may have the 
“Apache.” Maybe the annual should 
be included in the registration fee. 

Many of the colleges are doing that to 
save time and worry. This method 
always assures the college that it will 
have an annual.
